The obverse depicts a greup of Duteh and 
Indians, presumably bartering for the eale of the 
isiand. In the backsrourd, there is one of the 
Dutch sailing shipe- The reverse attempts to sym- 
bolize the progreas which hee teken place within 
three hundred years. A male and female figure are 
striding toward the right. In the background, is 
the shore line of the city in silhouette. 


We have found it advisable with previéhs 
medals to have the subscription close on a set date, 
after which no further copies are to be struck. 

I think such a ccurse would be advisable in this case. 


We have usually sent out circulars similar to 
the enclesed, to the Secieties or organizations which 
participate in the subscription.

Thank you for your letter of February 13th. I 
have written to Mr. Rogers, Maneger of the Grand Central 
Palace, asking him to have the Commission on the Tercentenary 
Celebration adopt the medal. 


He also asked me whether the Numismatic Society would 
be willing to place a loan exhibition of coins and currency 
used in the City of New York during the past three hundred 
years, in one of the exhibition rooms to be well guarded. 
May 15th is set as the opening date for the exhibitions. 


Concerning the issuing of and dinoomotiones your medal, 
I do not see how you can in this instance follow your usual 
procedure. If the Tercentenary Commission is to adopt the 
medel, you must be willing to supply them with an unlimited 
number. At the present moment, I do not know just whet is 
wanted nor does anyone. They may choose to present these 
medals to distinguished guests and visitors also to persons 
in political circles which will start with President Coolidge, 
taking in many government, state, and city officials. All 
this is a matter of the future but I mention it in order that 
you may be prepared in realizing what might be wanted. If 
they should want one thousand medals, I do not see how you 
could refuse to make them, for that would be their purpose in 
adopting it as an official medal and having as many as desired.
